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CouncO sets in motion passing the Hillside Ordinance 


The Sierra Madre City Council paved the way 
this Tuesday for the first reading of the Hillside Ord¬ 
inance on Tuesday, Nov. 12, with the second reading 
scheduled for Nov. 26. That will give the community 
30 Days to digest it, and on Dec. 25, “the citv will 
receive a Christmas gift, a Hillside Ordinance’,’said 
City Attorney Charles Martin. He reiterated that at 
that point the city may also adopt an urgency or¬ 
dinance to cover the 30 days’ interim. 

The public hearing for the Environmental Im¬ 
pact Report and one for the Hillside Management 
Ordinance were held Tuesday evening with few sur¬ 
prises, and to that, those in the audience applauded. 


Concerning the EIR, Gurdon Miller and 
Caroline Brown, members of the Task Force who 
wrote the ordinance, had concerns about boundaries 
and about the lack of an extended look at fires, 
respectively. Mark Steres, attorney for Annette and 
Lawson Martin, who propose building above Chan¬ 
try Flat Gate, suggested that the EIR be “as 
specific...as possible.” He also questioned the 
“seismicity,” traffic and circulation, water quality 
and biological recourse sections of the EIR. 

Boundary lines were questioned by Randall 
Stoke, attorney representing John Maddox, by 
Steres again, by Miller (who asked about the line 


that jogs above the view line). 

Then Walter Richter said, “In 1978 and 1979, 1 
applied for a lot split. I received it based on offsite 
improvements and it was granted in 1980. Now I 
fitid iny 4'/2-acre parcel in the hillside management 
district...! hope it will be withdrawn.” 

Steres named several objections he and his 
clients have, which include the topo map, vegeta¬ 
tion, grading, views, sightline, retaining walls, street 
lights, curb and gutter plans. 

Miller urged the council to “adopt this or¬ 
dinance with urgency. Make sure the suggested 
changes are addressed. If they can’t be, let’s 


reconstitute the EIR, recirculate to the committee 
and go from there.” 

All in all. City Attorney Marlin said, the or¬ 
dinance is a “beautiful job...It is among the most 
comprehensive I’ve seen.” However, he was con¬ 
cerned about the vagueness of the hillside classifica¬ 
tions, he said. 

Sandra Kelly also urged the council to expedite 
passing the ordinance since, she said, fire is a big 
problem. “Fire hazards arc one of the reasons to 
have the ordinance in place.” 

Chris Davis spoke eloquently about the

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Safety first for pets 

Every day of the year pets are killed 
or injured as a result of accidents, many 
of which can be prevented by vigilance 
and foresight on the part of their own¬ 
ers. The Southern California Veterinary 
Medical Association (SCVMA) reminds 
animal lovers that a major part of re¬ 
sponsible pet ownership is keeping pets 
safe. 

Local veterinarians report the most 
common hazards for pets are traffic ac¬ 
cidents, poisonings, and fights with 
other animals. 

Adherence to leash laws and keep¬ 
ing pets confined to the premises are the 
only sure ways to prevent both traffic 
accidents and injuries due to contact 
with other animals. 

Allowing an animal to hang its head 
out the car window subjects it to the 
danger of flying debris or insects which 
can lodge in the pet’s nasal passages or 
even be sucked up into the windpipe with 
grave consequences. California now has 
a law prohibiting pets from riding unse¬ 
cured in the back of a pickup truck. 
This protects not only the animal but 
others on the highway, since an animal 
falling from a moving vehicle may cause 
a serious accident involving other cars. 

Confining pets to the premises also 
lessens chances of their being poisoned 
either intentionally or unintentionally. 
Extreme care should be taken to keep 
pesticides and household cleaners cov¬ 
ered and out of the reach of pets, es¬ 
pecially rat poison, which looks like 
grain. 

Cats love the taste of antifreeze so¬ 
lutions, which are absorbed into the sy¬ 
stem so fast they may be fatal before 
help can be obtained. 

A favorite napping place for cats is 
on top of the wheel of a car, or even un¬ 
der the hood if they can get to it. Cat 
owners, especially, should make it a ha¬ 
bit to check both places before starting 
up the motor. 

Cats are also prone to jump into any 
open appliance, such as clothes dryers or 
microwave ovens. 

Pet owners can save themselves 
grief by taking every precaution to pre¬ 
vent accidents before they happen. Re¬ 
member, the life you save may be that of 
your pet.

horse drawn carts and his workers would pick up the 
waste cotton from the weavers’ cottages. By the way, 
today in Lancashire, students of those old days love to 
locate the early typical “wool processing” and later to 
be used for cotton, too, houses that were used by weav¬ 
ers and their families. Built of stone, three stories high, 
they all faced south to receive maximum light in sum¬ 
mer and warmth in winter. The top floor walls were 
nearly all windows to admit as much light as possible 
for the master weaver’s loom and that of his appren¬ 
tice. The second floor was where women and children 
worked, cleaning, carding and spinning the wool and 
cotton. The lower floor was for domestic purposes. 
A good example of this type of building is in the tiny 
village of Whittaker. 

Ethel’s job as a young girl would be to travel by 
train every Friday after school to deposit her father’s 
weekly receipts. He took her to the station and would 
be there when she returned. It was something she 
thoroughly enjoyed, especially the treat her father al¬ 
ways had for her. 

In 1900 this life ended abruptly for her when her 
mother left her father and with Ethel and her 8-year- 
old sister moved to this country to join family mem¬ 
bers living in Fall River, Mass. In those days Fall 
River was a mill town and Ethel was expected to work 
in one of them. After three days she quit and with 
very little money opened a bakery that proved quite 
successful. 

In 1910 her marriage to Sexiimus Wardle took 
place and they moved to Los Angeles. She found 
work at Jevne’s, located at 6th and Broadway and 
there was trained by the Battlecreek Health Food 
Company. Many prominent people came to her for 
advice and to purchase the products including Mary 
Pickford and Gloria Swanson. 

In 1939 she married Joseph Mangin, a San Mar¬ 
ino building contractor, and they lived in San Marino 
until 1975. For 16 years before moving to SNF she

came to SNF to meet Mrs. Mangin for themselves. 

She was born Mary Ethel Whittaker July 22, 
1885 in the County of Lancashire, England. Her fa¬ 
ther was a cotton dealer and her mother’s father was 
the village blacksmith. They lived in Blackburn. 

At that time Lancashire was the seat of the be¬ 
ginning of the Industrial Revolution, one of the 
greatest forward leaps in history. Her father had

Clearcutting the Oceans

George Steiler, the first wliite man tu set 
fixit in Alaska, was honored by having his name 
associated with two marine animals, the Steiler 
sea cow and the Steiler sea lion. Because of its 
tameness and the reputed tastiness of its flesh, 
the sea cow became extinct only 26 years after 
Steiler described it. Now, 250 years after its dis¬ 
covery, some marine biologists fear the same 
fate may await his sea lion. 

Writing in Greenpeace Magazine, Marybeth 
Molleman reports that Steiler sea lions inhabiting 
Alaska’s waters where nearly three-quarters of 
the world’s population have been located, are 
disappearing at an alarming rate. In one area in 
the Aleutians they have declined 63 percent in 
the last few years and 86 percent in the last 30, 
from more than 140,000 in 1960 to fewer than 
25,0(X) today. Worldwide, the population has 
declined from 300,000 in the 1950s to only an 
estimated 66,000 today. 

There appears to be no precedent for a de¬ 
cline of this scale for any similar species. Marine 
biologists are pointing the finger at the Stellers’ 
shrinking food source. The remaining animals 
are malnourished, smaller, anemic, and show 
reduced birth weight. While Stellers subsist on 
sev eral types of fish, more than half of their diet 
consists of one species - pollock. Other marine 
life in Alaska that relies on pollock, such as har¬ 
bor seals, fur seals, and others, are also in trou-

ble. The culprit is believed to be trawl fishing 
in the Bering Sea and Gulf of Alaska, an indus¬ 
try that supplies fast food filets, imitation crab 
legs, and roe to Japan. In the same five-year 
period in which the population of sea lions has 
declined by 63 per cent, the number of factory 
trawlers has multiplied more than fivefold. 

In 1986, 12 factory trawlers worked Alas¬ 
ka’s waters. Today, more than 70 of these 
ships, some longer than a football field, drag 
1000-foot nets for miles over the ocean floor 
every day. Combined, these mammoth vessels 
routinely haul in over 500,000 pounds of fish a 
day. In scooping up close to 4.4 billion 
pounds of bottom fish each year, the trawlers 
devastate the entire sea floor habitat. Because 
of them, an entire species of marine mammal is 
slowly starving to death. 

Up to 15 per cent of the fish swept by the 
trawler nets are non-targeted species or are too 
small for processing. Most of these are dumped 
back into the ocean - dead. Richard Merrick of 
the National Marine Fisheries Service thinks the 
smaller fish and the high protein, roe-bearing 
females in the spring are the major item missing 
from the sea lions’ diet. Smaller pollock are the 
only size young sea lions can handle; the spring 
concentration of spawning fish are easy to catch 
and provide high nutrition at a crucial time - when 
female sea lions, having weathered the harsh win¬ 
ter and newly pregnant, are still nursing last year’s 
pups. 

Says Linda Behken of the Alaska Longline 
Fishermen’s Association, which is trying to keep 
factory trawlers from invading the southeast 
Alaska fishing grounds, “We’ve had 100 years 
of hook and line fishing here and our environ¬ 
ment is in good shape. But trawlers have de¬ 
monstrated that their technique isn’t ecologically 
sustainable. In a sense, they are clear-cutting 
the oceans.’’

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Sierra Madrean 
helps place 
displaced pets

Joan Coleman has a 
way with animals. Her 
neighbors learned that 
when she lived on a ranch 
in Utah and there was no 
velcrnarian for miles 
around. Sick and injured 
animals wound up at 
Joan’s doorstep, and she 
had good success in heal¬ 
ing them. 

Joan’s reputation came 
with her when she and 
her husband moved to 
the San Gabriel Valley, 
and for 33 years she has 
been head of the San 
Gabriel Valley Humane 
Society. There she over¬ 
sees the care of some 
150 to 200 animals, rang¬ 
ing from an aged Shet¬ 
land pony, old Smiley, 
to Bowser the snake, who 
has grown so large he 
requires three grownups 
to carry him. 

“We used to take Bow¬ 
ser to school to show the 
children, but he got too 
big for that role,’’ says 
Joan. “Now we take 
Jake the python instead.” 

Joan, a Sierra Madre 
resident, runs an active 
program at the humane 
society, where the com¬ 
munity is involved in a 
variety of roles. Volun¬ 
teers come to walk dogs, 
young people come for 
petting parties where pup¬ 
pies are held and cuddled, 
and the developmentally 
disabled sometimes help 
feed the animals. 

Reaching out into the 
community, the society 
offers pci therapy pro¬ 
grams in hospitals, nurs¬ 
ing homes, and convales- 
a-nl hospitals, as animals 
are taken to these facili¬ 
ties for the patients to pet. 
“A lot of the old peop- 
ple we sec grew up on 
farms,” Joan says, “so 
bunnies and chickens are 
especially popular with 
them. The other day, a 
nurse told us that a 90- 
ycar-old woman hadn’t 
spoken for years until 


she began talking to the 
bunny we brought her.” 

The humane society 
also goes into schools 
to leach youngsters how 
to care for pets, and 
leaches Scouts how to 
rccogni/c the tracks of 
difl'ercnl animals. It 
offers low cost vaccina¬ 
tions, and spays and neu¬ 
ters for modest fees, l.cu- 
kcniia tests for cals, as 
well as vaccination against 
leukemia, are another 
feature of the society’s 
program. Dogs are kept 
at the shelter indefinitely, 
in eonirasi with the policy 
at many similar facilites. 
“Buster went out for 
adoption just before 
Christmas,” Joan says. 
“He was here more than 
a year.” 

The soeicly investigates 
cruelly complaints, and 
runs an extremely active 
adoption program. “Vol¬ 
unteers come in on week¬ 
ends to help us match 
people to animals,” Joan 
explains. “Tor example, 
we wouldn’t match an 
8 ()-year-old man with a 
puppy, but perhaps with 
a 9-year-old dog.” 

On an average week¬ 
end, 60 animals are adopt¬ 
ed, and during the course 
of a week, more than KXl, 
loan says. The society 
provides a “get acquaint¬ 
ed room,” where people 
considering adopting a 
particular pel can spend 
some time alone with it. 

A widow, Joan has 
lived in Sierra Madre for 
three years with two dogs, 
both of them crippled. 
Unable to find homes 
through the society, they 
became Joan’s own pels. 
Her hobbies and interests? 
“Animals,” she says 
emphatically. 

Joan concludes her 
convcr.salion with a strong 
appeal for pet owners to 
spay or neuter their pets. 
“It’s a pet owner’s re¬ 
sponsibility to do this,” 
she emphasizes.

“beautiful hills behind Sierra Madre” and noted, “It 
is so seldom that any of us get the opportunity to be 
visionaries...Pass the hillsides on to others to 
enjoy.” 

Dr. Jake Fakoory was another one to urge the 
council to “accept the ordinance with necessary 
changes.” 

To the urging of Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan to 
remove the Richter property from the boundary, 
Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray and Coun¬ 
cilman Clem Bartolai cautioned that the boundary 
lines should be dealt with wholly, not taking specific 
area out at this point. 

Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams agreed, “If pro¬ 
perty is developed according to earlier ordinances 
and is later redeveloped, the latest ordinance would 
have the opportunity to correct any problems 40 to 
50 years from now...A parcel map would allow for 
reclassification of property.” 

MacGillivray gave an analogy which, she felt, 
applied to the Richter property when she said, 
“Houses that were built in code years ago must con¬ 
form to present laws and codes if they are 
redeveloped.” Bartolai and Adams agreed with the 
analogy.

Henry James’ literally 
haunting story, “The 
Turn of the Screw,” is 
the kind of ghost story 
the Victorians particularly 
enjoyed. A young woman 
arrives at a mansion 
where two children are 
being cared for by a re¬ 
mote uncle, or rather by 
his servants, since he 
wants nothing to do with 
them except to live up to 
his responsibilities and 
give them a respectable 
house. It is a huge estate 
with extensive gardens 
and a house with many 
rooms. She is to be 
governess to the children, 
especially the young girl, 
since the girl’s older bro¬ 
ther is at boarding school 
most of the time. The 
governess is pretty but 
business-like, and when 
the boy comes home on 
holiday she finds him as 
charming as his sister. 
But he has been told 
never to return to the 
school. What has he 
done? The answers are 
vague - something to do 
with language and rela¬ 
tionships. He is “un¬ 


suitable.” 

And the young woman 
has a perpetual sense of 
being watched. The 
friendly housekeeper 
speaks guardedly of some 
difficulties that the pre¬ 
vious governess had, and 
says that the quick 
glimpses of a strange man 
in the gardens is “pro¬ 
bably one of the garden¬ 
ers.” What happened to 
the previous governess? 
And why does the young 
and innocent boy some¬ 
times look at her so sug¬ 
gestively? The story has 
Freudian overtones which 
caused something of a 
sensation in the 1890s. 

This delicate and at¬ 
mospheric story has been 
adapted for the stage by 
William Archibald. Un¬ 
der its new title, “The 
Innocents,” it is a suit¬ 
able seasonal production 
at the Sierra Madre Play¬ 
house. That is, it works 
as well as it does in the 
necessarily confined space 
of the theater is a tribute 
to director Brad Kahn and 
his cast, although David 
Calhoun’s sweet decora¬ 


tion, Stu Davis’ lighting 
and Steve Douglas’ sound 
all play a part. The 
ominous music and the 
special lighting (needing 
a bit more practice on 
opening night) help to 
build the very necessary 
mood. 

Most importantly, and 
very successfully, is the 
casting of the governess, 
and Christine Metsger 
runs the emotional gamut 
called for most convinc¬ 
ingly. This kind of 
role must be played both 
realistically and melodra¬ 
matically, no easy task, 
and Metsger does it with 


apparent ease. 

Equally important are 
the children, who must 
play sweet and innocent, 
and yet give a sense of 
something hidden, some¬ 
thing sinister. Sean 
Douglas is the handsome 
(the Victorians would say 
“pretty”) boy whose 
“naughtiness” goes be¬ 
yond being charming, and 
Leigh Ann Orsi gives ap¬ 
propriate overtones to her 
decorative playfulness. 
Both handle complex 
lines and attitudes well. 
Trudy Tournier is the 
supportive housekeeper 
and Mark Walker and 


Katrelya Angus have the 
kind of roles, which, 
while small, can either 
enhance or destroy a pro¬ 
duction, and they have 
the right touch. 

Ultimately, of course, 
it is director Kahn who 
has set the pace and es¬ 
tablished the require¬ 
ments, and his under¬ 
standing of the piece 
makes it a real thriller.

For the first time in 
years. Sierra Madre Ele¬ 
mentary School has 6th 
graders. The 11-12 
year olds are fortunate to 
have two excellent teach¬ 
ers transferred to them 
from Wilson Middle 
School in Pasadena, 
Helen Ponterelli and Ty 
Gaffney.

Having gone through 
stages of infancy and tur¬ 
bulent adolescence, hu¬
